CALLS are being made for an abandoned 
quarry in West Lancashire to be filled in 
following the tragic death of a teenage boy 
at the weekend. 

Jamie Lewin, aged 16, from Southport 
died following an incident at a Dawbers 
Delph, locally known as East Quarry, in 
Appley Bridge on Saturday. 

Police were called at around 9.40pm on 
Saturday, July 9 to a report a boy had 
entered the vA 
water and got 
into difficulty 
at the delph. 

Emergency 
services atten- 
ded the scene 
and following 
a search his 
body was 
recovered 
from the 
water. 

He was sadly 
pronounced Jamie Lewin 
dead at the scene. 

The boy’s family have paid a heart- 
breaking tribute to the ‘one-in-a-million’ 
teenager. 

His mother Steph Lewin said: “Jamie was 
a promising boxer who loved life and had 
so much to look forward to. 

“He was so loved by everyone. He 
touched so many peoples’ lives. 

“He really was one in a million. I’m so 
happy I was his mum.”

PLANS to build a railway station in Skelmersdale 
have been rejected by the government in what 
MP Rosie Cooper called a ‘betrayal’ of the town. 

The government has said proposals for a new sta- 
tion and branch line into the town wont be 
considered for the next stage of development. 

The West Lancashire MP said she was “disgusted” 
by the decision as the Conservatives used it as an 
example of ‘levelling up rail transport in the UK’ 
during the 2019 election campaign. 

She added that she would “not give up the fight” 
to revive the plan. 

The plans would have seen two direct trains to 
and from Liverpool per hour, as well as improved 
links with Manchester and Preston. 

Skelmersdale’s original railway station closed to 
passengers in 1956. 

A Strategic Outline Business Case was submitted 
by the county council to the Department for Trans- 
port last year. The county council said work will 
continue to bring other transport improvements to 
the town, despite this setback.

Hare coursing pair 
are banned from 
walking their dogs

TWO men have been banned from 
walking their dogs anywhere in 
England and Wales after being 
convicted of hare coursing in 
Ormskirk. 

Warren Kelly, 36, and Andrew Dutton, 
58, from Chester, were both given five- 
year criminal behaviour orders after 
being convicted of four offences at Lan- 
caster Magistrates’ Court. 

They were also fined nearly £500 
each. 


Police said the pair were known to 
poach all over the UK including Lan- 
cashire and Merseyside. 

The CBO bans them from being any- 
where in England and Wales in 
possession or control of a dog other 
than in their home and from being with 
any person anywhere with a dog. 

It also bans them out of large areas of 
Lancashire and Merseyside, from acting 
in a manner that is likely to cause har- 
assment, alarm and distress. 

The order also stipulates that if they 
breach the order, anything in their pos- 
session at the time, any vehicle and any 
dogs will be forfeited. 


A spokesperson for Ormskirk and 
Rural West Lancs Police said: “The 
measures farmers have to put in place 
to deter these offenders cost consider- 
able amounts of money which in turn is 
passed onto food consumers. 

“These criminal behaviour orders will 
offer safety for the community and pro- 
tection to vulnerable species. 

“Due to the feeling of isolation in rural 
areas and previous experience of 
threats, it takes great courage for farm- 
ers to step forward and we will 
continue to stand shoulder to shoulder 
with them in the fight against wildlife 
crimes and animal cruelty.”

“He was only 16 and so full of life and so happy.” 

A spokesman for Lancashire Police said: “The death 
is not being treated as suspicious and a file will be 
passed to the coroner in due course.” 

Lancashire Fire and Rescue Service added: “We 
were called at 9.36pm to Dawber Delph, Appley 
Bridge to assist Lancashire Police and North West 
Ambulance Service in the search for one person in 
the water. 

“Three fire engines, a boat and the drone team were 
deployed. Tragically the casualty died at the scene. 
Our thoughts are with their loved ones.” 

Two other teenage boys have previously drowned 
at the same site and following the recent tragedy 
there have been calls to fill in the quarry. 

In 2015, 13-year-old Miracle Godson, who was 
expected to become a future rugby league star, died 
after getting into difficulty at the Appley Bridge 
quarry. Craig Croston, 17, drowned at the site in 
1999. 

Beckie Ramsey whose 13-year-old son Dylan, died 
swimming at a quarry near Chorley in 2011 said: “As 
soon as I heard the words Appley Bridge quarry my 
heart sank. I knew what I was about to be told. 

“This quarry gets overrun with young people espe- 
cially over the summer months. 

“Tve been involved in a few campaigns to try and 
stop the unwanted swimmers. I worked with the 
police and fire service and the quarry owner just last 
year and in previous years. 

“The quarry is 75 foot deep... I can’t even contem- 
plate that depth. 

“The temperature is so cold, the depth is so deep, 
there are undercurrents, underwater debris, old 
scrap metal, glass weeds the list goes on... The 
dangers are endless. 

“For a few years now the owner has wanted nothing

more than to have this quarry drained... Yet sadly he 
comes across residents that think a little mud on the 
roads means more than saving numerous lives! 

“Councillors and residents saying no to draining 
and filling it in and raising objections because of the 
mess that might be left behind by trucks transporting 
stuff. 

“I hope these people are sitting and thinking how 
their objections have impacted on this death! 

“This is one of if not the most preventable tragedies 
Tve come across. 

“If not I totally understand. Please know you are 
not alone and my inbox is open. I’ve left a card at the 
quarry with my number. Feel free to reach out and 
know that you are not alone! 

“To the owner you got my backing as soon as I 
looked in your eyes and saw that you never wanted 
this to happen to anyone ever. 

“This quarry needs draining and filling... No more 
excuses, no more deaths!”

West Lancs MP Rosie Cooper said: “I am saddened 
by the tragic news that a teenager has died in the 
East Quarry in Appley Bridge. 

“My deepest sympathies are with his family and 
friends. 

“Although the police, owners and local authorities 
have consistently done what they can to secure this 
quarry to advise and prevent people from swimming 
in the lake, the size of the site has proved this diffi- 
cult. 

“Whenever we have a period of good weather, this 
has led to young people ignoring advice and warn- 
ings not to swim in the quarry. 

“The quarry must now be drained as a matter of 
urgency, and I am calling on Lancashire County 
Council to give the final approval to any pending 
applications for the developers to begin draining the

OWNERS of the quarry, Maybrook Prop- 
erties say it was “deeply saddened” by 
the boy’s death and it has prepared an 
application “to drain, fill and re-water 
the quarry.” 

Maybrook has previously been granted 
planning permission for a complex of 
floating houses, apartments, hotel and 
leisure facilities at East Quarry, Appley 
Bridge. 

The company’s website states: “Unfor- 
tunately this does not de-risk the area 
and therefore since ownership May- 
brook have focused its efforts on getting 
the quarry drained. 

“There have been fatalities and a num- 
ber of serious injuries in the quarry as 
well as 
attracting 
trespassers. 

“Once

“In the view of the clear and ongoing 
risk to life Maybrook pleads with the 
council to issue the certificate immedi- 
ately and without further delays.

between Skelmersdale and the planned new rail- 
way station at Headbolt Lane in Kirkby, which has 
featured within the county council's recently sub- 
mitted Bus Service Improvement Plan. 

Ms Cooper said: “I am disgusted by the decision 
of the Department for Transport not to pursue the 
proposal for Skelmersdale Railway, rejecting Lan- 
cashire County Council's business case that would 
have been revolutionary for the town. 

“During the 2019 election, the Tories repeatedly 
used Skelmersdale as an example of how they will 
be ‘levelling up’ rail transport. Not just locally, but 
even on their national campaign website! 

“To now completely turn their backs on 
Skelmersdale residents, is a cruel joke, a betrayal. 

“Tt is insulting that the Government now suggest 
we should pursue improving the buses instead, at 
the same time as the Liverpool City Region are con- 
sulting on reducing the bus service to Liverpool to 
once an hour!

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1,232 offences during police operation to 
tackle criminal activity on county’s roads 


LANCASHIRE Police has released the 
results of an operation they set up to 
tackle dangerous and criminal activ- 
ity on the county’s roads. 

During the course of the operation, 
named #OpVanquish, officers 
stopped hundreds of vehicles and a 
total of 1,232 offences were found. 

During the first week alone which 
saw officers carry out a motorway 
operation tackling commercial 
vehicle crime, around £12,000 of 
fines were handed out. 

Overall 526 traffic offence reports 
or fixed penalties were issued, with a 
further 706 notices of intended pro- 
secution given. 

Offences from the fortnight 
included: 731 people speeding; 107 
vehicles driven without an MOT; 96 


people not wearing a seatbelt, includ- 
ing eight who were children or 
passengers; 55 people driving 
without insurance; 41 vehicles in 
such bad condition they were prohib- 
ited from travelling any further; 44 
people using a handheld mobile 
phone while driving; and 14 commer- 
cial vehicles being driven without 
their load properly secured. 

Other offences included vehicles 
with illegally tinted windows, people 
driving without a licence or while dis- 
qualified and drink and drug- 
drivers. 

Although the two weeks of surge 
activity is over, police say they will 
continue to be ‘out and about’ and 
dangerous and criminal driving on 
will not be tolerated.

£4m stroke centre at 
Aintree could be in 
operation by autumn

A £4M ‘Comprehensive Stroke 
Centre’ at Aintree Hospital, could be 
in place by the autumn of this year. 

A 12-week public consultation was 
launched at the end of 2021 on the pro- 
posal which aims to improve hyper- 
acute stroke services - the care provided 
in the 72-hour period immediately after 
someone has a stroke. 

Clinicians want to bring together local 
hyper-acute services on the same site as 
The Walton Centre (at the Aintree Uni- 
versity Hospital site), which provides a 
specialist stroke treatment called 
thrombectomy. 

At the moment there are hyper-acute 
stroke services at the Royal Liverpool 
University Hospital, Aintree University 
Hospital, and Southport Hospital. 

In backing the proposal, Southport 
and Ormskirk Hospital NHS Trust say 
the present system of care for acute 
stroke patients makes it difficult to 
ensure that patients get equitable 
access to the specialist staff, tests, 
equipment and procedures they need in 
a timely manner. 

The proposal has been developed by 
stroke specialists from each of the hos- 
pital trusts involved, with the aim of 
‘giving every patient the very best 
chance of accessing specialist stroke 
treatments as soon as possible within 
the first 72-hour window’. 

If the proposal went ahead, it would 
mean that in the future all suspected

stroke patients from the trust areas con- 
cerned would be taken to Aintree 
University Hospital for the first 72- 
hours of stroke care. 

After this time, up to half of patients 
would be able to leave hospital to con- 
tinue their recovery at home, with help 
from an early supported discharge 
team. Those patients who weren't ready 
to go home, would be given further care 
at either Aintree University Hospital, 
Broadgreen hospital or Southport hos- 
pital, depending on which was closest 
to where they live. 

Dr Paddy McDonald, stroke consult- 
ant, Southport & Ormskirk Hospital 
NHS Trust, told the Champion: “We are 


working on introducing the £4m Com- 
prehensive Stroke Centre in the very 
near future and it should be in opera- 
tion by autumn of this year. We already 
provide a service at the Walton Centre 
called thrombectomy which is a game 
changer. It involves removing the clot 
following a stroke by putting a catheter 
into the artery and is a highly technical 
procedure. This has to be done within 
six hours following a stroke.” 

People in Southport and West Lan- 
cashire have expressed concerns that 
stroke patients would be taken ‘30 
minutes away’ to Aintree Hospital. 

Dr McDonald responded: “The 
changes will mean people will see the 
right people at the right place. 

“Those people who want to see all the 
services at the local hospital are not liv- 
ing in the real world. Recruitment can 
be difficult at the smaller hospitals. This 
is not about taking everything away 
from Southport. It is about people 
receiving the right treatment and better 
treatment. 

“After visiting the Comprehensive 
Stroke Centre those who need ongoing 
treatment could come back to South- 
port hospital to an acute stroke 
rehabilitation unit. 

“This is a clinical led decision and is 
not about saving money. Most other 
regions are doing something similar. It 
is no different to heart attack patients 
having to go to Liverpool Heart and 
Chest Hospital for stents. 

“We have run workshops with repres- 
entatives from the Stroke Association 
and they have been supportive of the 
proposals.”

“Whilst there are still several 
milestones that need to be 
achieved before the new fleet 
is ready for passenger service, 
this is an important next step 
towards the introduction of 
the ground-breaking fleet of 
new trains onto our network. 

“We look forward to continu- 
ing to work with colleagues at 
Liverpool City Region Com- 
bined Authority to achieve 
these milestones, ahead of the 
planned launch later this 
year.”

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Railway station plan 
was always a ‘unicorn’ 


So, the Government has rejected proposals for a 
railway station in the centre of Skelmersdale. 

Perhaps this will finally end the pursuit of this 
unicorn. 

The proposal was never a ‘Return of the Jazzer’ 
that a lot of people appeared to think it was. 

The Governance for Railway Investment Projects 
(GRIP) Stage 3 proposal (the ‘Preferred Option’) 
brought a line over from the current Kirkby-Wigan 
line and back. 

Last time I looked about £5 million had been 
spent to get to this stage of the GRIP process and 
the projected construction costs for the next 
stages were ‘estimated’ between £210 and £700 
million. 

This was an investment that could never be jus- 
tified by a business case nor would it provide 
value for money for the residents of Skelmersdale 
in terms of ‘improved links’. 

There is already a railway station at Skelmersdale 
called Pimbo on the Kirkby-Wigan line. 

It is small and currently difficult to get to from 
the town centre but there is room to build a car 
park within walking distance of that station. 

A more regular service on the line could provide 
almost the improved transport links that would 
have resulted from a town centre railway station. 

A bus service to Pimbo station would be consid- 
erably quicker than busing people to the other 


link option of Headbolt Lane and could also serve 
the industrial estate which has no regular public 
bus service. 

They could even propose to develop electric 
light rail to connect Skelmersdale to the Pimbo 
station and perhaps even Ormskirk station. 

But residents here are supposed to cheer and be 
thankful to have a ‘new’ town centre with a Lidl 
and a B&M Bargains. 

Wake up. 

Currently the last bus from Southport to Wigan 
goes through Ormskirk at 9.30pm. 

Virtually no buses circulate parts of 
Skelmersdale itself (if there had been a ‘town 
centre’ station you would have to reach it on foot 
or by taxi.) 

This town started as an experiment and it’s 
about time ‘they’ stopped and started proposing, 
funding and delivering simple and effective solu- 
tions to our problems not Unicorns. 

Around £5million was spent to reach stage 3 of 
GRIP. 

I wonder how much of that went to people who 
live in Skelmersdale? 

They will soon be telling us it was all spent on 
us though!

RUSSIA is making rubbish cars again. 
Sanctions, and the subsequent shortage of 
bits required to bolt together proper ones, 
has made sure of it. 

For those of you old enough to remember 
Lada jokes theres a comforting circularity to it, 
so we might as well bring any younger Champion 
readers right up to speed by trotting a few out. 
What do you call a Lada with a sunroof? A skip. 
How do you double a Lada's value? By filling it 
up. Why do Ladas have heated rear windows? 
To keep your hands warm when you're pushing 
them. Ha ha, boom boom, etc, etc. 

But it wouldnt surprise me if that last one is 
no longer applicable if the dreadful conflict in 
Ukraine rages on much longer, because the reason 
why the Lada Granta Classic is so laughably awful 


is because it doesn’t come equipped with things 
that you take for granted on a new car - things 
like ABS or airbags, for instance. The story goes 
that after Vladmir Putin’s decision to send troops 
towards Kyiv the subsequent sanctions meant 
that Lada production had to stop altogether, and 
then-owner Renault quickly sold-up as Western 
companies quickly got shot of their Russian 
outfits. So the home brewed solution was simply 
to put the Granta back into production without 
the missing bits. 

You wont want one not just because it doesn’t 
meet current UK safety rules and thus can’t be 
sold here, and would breach all sorts of Ukraine- 
related sanctions if it did, and even if you did 
somehow get to Moscow and slapped down a 
deposit at a Lada dealer I wouldn't recommend 
it because - and this is not another Lada joke - 
you have to sign a written waiver promising not 
to leave the Russian Federation. 

In fact, the only reason youd want one is 
because it’s Russias cheapest new car — a Focus- 
sized five-door hatch that in pound sterling works 
out at just under ten grand. Compare that to the 
UK's current cheapest new car, the Kia Picanto, 
a titchy city car that starts at £12,250 (although

it does meet UK safety rules, to be fair). Want 
something a bit bigger? The Dacia Sandero starts 
at £12,595. Thanks partly to the cost of living 
crisis, our insistence on more tech and carmakers 
largely giving entry-level offerings a steer because 
they're less profitable, the days of truly cheap cars 
like the Perodua Nippa and Nissan Pixo are gone. 

Well, they are unless you count the Citroén 
Ami, which I know a lot of people don’t because 
it’s a tiny electric two-seater that can just about 
crack 28mph. With a range of 47 miles and a 
tiny boot I doubt itd make much sense if your 
daily commute involves belting along the M62 
to Manchester and back every day, but if you 
only pop to the shops a couple of times a week it 
might just work, because it’s now by far the UK’s 


cheapest new car. To lease one youd need to put 
down a £2,500 deposit, but after that the bill to 
Citroén is £19.99 a month. My mobile phone 
costs more than that! 

TIl level you with you. On account of being 
classed as a light quadricycle rather than a car the 
Ami doesn't come with airbags or ABS either, but 
it’s a lot safer than wobbling around on a scooter, 
which is the market that Citroen’s after, and 
you do get a shiny new vehicle with a warranty 
chucked in. 

Also, you don't have to sign a written waiver 
promising not to leave Boris Johnson's Britain if 
you order one.
